“Canada’s Weekly Newspapers’ and | 

“Merchandising Your Wares” are the 
titles of two articles included in re- 
cent issues of the Royal Bank 
monthly letter which have been 
brought to our attention. 


In part the letter about the week- 
ly newspapers states that ‘the aver- 
age paper represented in the Cana- 
dian Weekly Newspapers Association 
covers 82 per cent of the homes in 
its trading area, has a net paid cir- 
culation of under 1,500 copies a week 
and is produced by a staff of fewer 
than ten. The staff usually includes 
the owner, who may be the publisher, 
editor, printing foreman, advertising 
salesman and general caretaker co- 
bined. 

“There are few millionaires a- 

mong the 535 publishers who are 
members of the C.W.N.A., but every 
weekly newspaper represents a re- 
spectable amount of capital for the 
size of its town. It is, usually, a 
family enterprise with strong bonds 
of community loyalty. 
“The weekly newspaper knows that 
its great strength lies in getting it- 
self read. To make itself widely 
radable the press must be free, and 
to be free it must be self-supporting 
financially. 

“It can be said that on the whole 
the weekly press of Canada realizes 
its social responsiblity, has main- 
tained itself financially and econo- 
mically so as to beable to withstand 
official or other interested pressure, 
and does is best to use its freedom 
actively in the interest of its com- 
munity.”

Just the other day Sir Winston 
Churchill] handed in his resignation. 
As he had reached that age which 
the Psalmist descibes as “labour and 
sorrow,” this is regretable rather 
than surprising. Sir Winston has 
made a wonderful contribution as 
scholar, orator and stateman. Those 
Who heard him during war years 
Will not soon forget the sound of 
that voice rallying the scattered 
and dispirited forces and giving 
them energy, determination and pur- 
pose. Nor will we forget that at an 
advanced age he made a definite. 
sustained and forthright attempt 
to solve the more prosaic problems of 
reconsruction, 


Perhaps one of the things that we 


might well ponder about, while wait- | 


ine for the wife to finish the last
